In the time since the 
mobile game Angry Birds 
first slingshotted its way 
onto our mobile devices 
and into our lives in 2009, 
it has been downloaded 
more than 3 billion times, 
minimizing human 
interaction and extending 
the average length of 
bathroom visits on a 
worldwide scale. It’s 


hard to overestimate its 
gargantuan, far-reaching 
success. But the question 
that’s currently up in the 
air is whether that success 
can survive the flight 
from the (very) small 
screen to the big one. 

We’ll find out when 
The Angry Birds Movie, an 
animated joint venture 
between Sony Pictures 
and the game’s Finnish 
developer, Rovio Enter- 
tainment, hits theaters on 
May 20 next year. The 
game’s appeal is based in 
part on its simplicity — 
deploy an arsenal of avian 
artillery to destroy the 
villainous pigs that stole 
their eggs — so naturally 
plenty of people are 
wondering what a movie 
version of their favorite 
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who’s directing the film 
with Fergal Reilly. ‘We 
knew we had to find an 
actor who could say 
these things and still be 
charming, and that was 
Jason.” Red is joined by a 
pair of birds of a feather 
with similar anger- 
management issues: the 
hyperactive speed freak 
Chuck (Josh Gad) and 


the intermittently 
explosive Bomb (Danny 
McBride). It’s the job of 
these three misfits to 
fight back when their 
nests are infiltrated by 
snouted interlopers 
and their porcine spokes- 
man, Leonard, voiced by 
Bill Hader.

CGI feature required 
giving the characters a 
third dimension in more 
ways than one. “These 
are icons in a game that 
appear to be characters, 
but really they’re just 
icons,” says Reilly. “So it’s 
up to us to fiesh them 
out.” Helping to do that is 
a deep bench of comedic 
actors lending their 



voices to the project, 
including Maya Rudolph, 
Hannibal Buress, Kate 
McKinnon, Keegan- 
Michael Key, Tony Hale, 
and Peter Dinklage as the 
legendary Mighty Eagle. 

The script, written by 
Jon Vitti of The Simpsons 
and the first two Alvin and 
the Chipmunks movies, 
tilts toward a broad audi- 
ence; this won’t be a 
movie just for sardonic 
teenagers. When you’ve 
got a title with a massive 
global following that runs 
from toddlers to the geri- 
atric, you don’t want to 
exclude anyone. “It’s an 
advantage that we have 
such a huge brand,” says 
Reilly. He and Kaytis have 
worked on some of the 
biggest animated films of 
recent years — Kaytis was 
an animator on Frozen and 
Reilly was a storyboard 
artist on Cloudy With a 
Chanee of Meatballs — ^but 
they’re each making their 
directing debuts with 
Angry Birds. (No pressure.) 
“A lot of iconic movies 
come from branded 
entertainment,” Reilly 
says. “But you have to 
quickly forget about that 
when you’re working on 
the movie because you 
still have to, you know, 
make a movie.” It remains 
to be seen whether this 
bird will soar like an 
eagle, or if it’ll end up 
more of a turkey.

We’d been pieked 
up, but we hadn’t started film- 
ing, and I got ealled into a room 
with a buneh of people who 
said, “You ean’t put a woman on 
television who had sex with a 
guy the night before she started 
work.” Because they said no 
woman does that, and the kind 
of woman who does is really 
trashy. There were all these old 
men in the room, and I had no 
idea how to respond. The 
moment I knew that [producer] 
Betsy Beers and I were going 
to be friends for the rest of our 
lives, she opened her mouth 
and said, “I f— ed a guy the night 
before my first day of work.” 
[Everyone in the room eraeks up.] 
She told the raunchiest story, 
and none of the men could get 
away fast enough. And no 
one ever brought it up again. My 
first season of Grey’s, I didn’t 
believe that anybody could fire 
me, so I behaved like some- 
body who couldn’t be fired. I 
was fortunate because I was 
raised by parents who didn’t 
allow the idea that somebody 
was going to make me feel like 
I wasn’t able to do something. 
WASHINGTON When I was a 
little girl, I told my mother 
that I wanted to walk to school 
by myself. I lived two blocks 
from my school, but it was the 
early ’80s — the height of the 
crack epidemic in the Bronx, 


on Aug. 8 


streets covered with crack 
vials — and my mother said, 
“Okay.” And then she pro- 
ceeded to hide behind parked 
cars and watch me walk 
to school. I thought I walked 
myself to school, and mean- 
while, she’s like... [Washington 
pantomimes peeking out from 
behind a parked ear.] 

RHIMES My parents created 
a world in which the only 
barrier to your success is your 
own imagination. So that when 


I encountered something that 
felt like racism — like my high 
school guidance counselor 
saying to me, “Honey, I don’t 
think you were made for Ivy 
League schools” — I called my 
mom at work and said, “Mom, 
this lady says I’m not made for 
Ivy League schools.” And my 
mother said, “Hold on. I’ll be 
there in five minutes.” My 
mom drove up to the school, 
walked into the guidance coun- 
selor’s office, came out, and 


said, “Everything’s fine now.” 
My parents were Gladiators. 
[Rhimes graduated from 
Dartmouth College in 1991.] 

I love that on Scandal, you 
swap the traditional gender 
roles. FItz Is the one who 
always needs to be saved, 
and Olivia's often the 
one who saves him. Have 
you consciously worked 
to change the way we view 
leading ladles? 

RHIMES Well, I don’t think it’s 
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just me. People always say, 
“Why did you deeide that Olivia 
Pope was like this?” And Fm 
always like, “She wasn’t like that 
until Kerry was playing her.” 
POMPEO Shonda’s got this 
sixth sense and then starts 
writing that eharaeter toward 
what that person is. 

RHIMES There’s always some- 
thing in the eharaeter where 
the aetor eomes to me and 
says, “How did you know that 
about me?” 

WASHINGTON I feel that way 
about Olivia, but Fm not going 
to tell you what it is — it’s 
too personal. On another show, 
I did a five-episode are and I 
used to feel like my phone was

bugged, like they were swim- 
ming in my dreams. 

POMPEO DK? [Washington 
nods her head yes. She won’t 
reveal who ''DK” is, but David E. 
Kelley cast Washington in a 
five-episode are on Boston Legal] 
Everyone says that about DK, 
that they thought their trailers 
were bugged! 

WASHINGTON It’s like, how 
did you know my fear? Or, 
how did you know my desire 
for something? 

RHIMES It’s beeause we spend 
all our time staring at you. 

Grey's has also captured 
female friendship very weil. 
Meredith and Cristina— 
that's the heart of the show. 

It must be enraging that 
Cristina's whole message to 
Meredith was "[McDreamy] 
is not the sun, you are/' 
and yet peopie stiii act like 
losing McDreamy is the 
reai tragedy of the show. 
[Rhimes nods. Pompeo applauds. 
There is a lot ofimmm-hmming in 
the room.'] 

RHIMES When Cristina left, I 
was like, I don’t know what 
Fm gonna do. Meredith’s alone. 
How’s she going to survive? 
Sandra [Oh] and I got together 
and had this really amazing 
eonversation where I told her I 
think that my best friend for 
the past lo years has been a 
fietional eharaeter... I thought 
it was interesting that Cristina 
got the happiest ending of any 
eharaeter that I ean imagine. 

She got a room full of 3-D print- 
ers! She got her own hospital! 
She got the freaking ehoeolate 
faetory! And yet audienees were 
like. But she didn’t get a baby? 
Or a wedding? I was like. Did 
you guys learn anything? She 


unapologetieally had an abor- 
tion beeause she did not want 
any of those things! We’re so 
eonditioned to believe that that 
is the definition of happiness 
that nobody stops to think that 
might not be what defines 
us. Meredith knew that Derek 
did not define her. I found it 
really insulting to Cristina and 
to Meredith that [Derek] 
was eonsidered more important. 
POMPEO Also, let’s keep 
it really real for a seeond: This 
is really difibeult for my 
ego. Beeause it’s like, Annalise 
Keating earries the show. 
Olivia Pope earries the show. 
Why ean’t I just be the lead 


of the show? Why ean’t I be 
on that poster by myself? 

R H I M E S As well you ean. 
WASHINGTON Season 2, 

I had Tony Goldwyn with me 
on the poster. And then 
he went away. He might eome 
baek! [Laughs] 

POMPEO All of a sudden, 
Patriek [Dempsey] leaves, 
and it’s like. Oh my God, 
Meredith’s gonna get killed 
with Alzheimer’s! The 
show eouldn’t possibly go on 
without the man! 

R H I M E S If you look at what 
we’ve been doing over the 
past 245 episodes, for 
180 of them this woman 



[she points to Pompeo] has been 
in 90 pereent of every minute. 
Patriek has not. He has not 
been a major charaeter. 
Cristina and Meredith — that 
was the Olivia/Fitz romance. 
You got an overwhelming 
amount of feedback on 
Twitter about McDreamy's 
death, not all of it good... 
WASHINGTON Some people 
get on the [Shondaland] roller 
coaster because they expect 
the fairy-tale ending. It’s like, 
ril go up and down if there’s 
a big splash of confetti at the 
end and everybody’s happy. 
And Shonda says, “Everyone’s 
going to be happy. It just 
may not be the way society has 
defined it up until now.” 

The dream is that love lives on 
for eternity, right? And their 


love is going to live on for 
eternity... because he’s dead. 
RHIMES The crap that 
women have been fed since 
the beginning of time hasn’t 
been working. We’ve been 
watching very homogenous 
television written by very 
homogenous people in very 
homogenous ways. 

DAVIS It’s the fairytale about 
everything: relationships, 
how women operate, how black 
women operate. When I came 
in to play Annalise, I thought I 
had to look a certain way. 
Why? Because people who are 
sexual and kind of a mess, 
they look a certain way, right? 
We know that’s not true! But 
there was a part of me that felt 
like, no one’s gonna swallow 
me unless I feed them that pill. 


I’ve been stuck in the tin of 
goodness for so long that 
playing a character who’s not 
always good, it’s like, I can’t 
marry the idea of a 50-year- 
old dark-skinned black woman 
with not being nice! 
WASHINGTON I had a friend 
who was writing a show for 
another showrunner, and it was 
about a woman in a certain 
field, so he went to this show- 
runner and said, ‘What if it was 
about a black woman?” And the 
showrunner was like, “America’s 
not ready for that.” That’s 
where the conversation ended. 
RHIMES I’m sure the 
conversation has ended there 
a lot of the time. 

Shonda, you were just say- 
ing that television shows are 
made by a homogenous 


group. They're also reviewed 
by a homogenous group. 

I want to ask you about 
Alessandra Stanley's piece 
on How to Get Away With 
Murder in The New York 
Times, where she said that 
your biography should be 
called Howto Get Away With 
Being an Angry Biack Woman 
and that Viola was "less 
classically beautiful" than 
some other, lighter-skinned 
black actresses. Did any- 
thing positive come out of 
the backlash to that piece? 
[Collective groans around 
the room] 

RHIMES There were articles 
written in response that made 
me feel like. Oh my God, 
there are some thinking people 
out there! Because if that 
had gone uncommented upon... 
POMPEO If any good comes 
out of ignorance, then I’ll take 
the ignorance. [Davis lets out 
a big sigh.] 

Do you feel that way, Viola? 
DAVIS I understand what Ellen 
is talking about, but I’ve been 
on the other side of ignorance. 
[Pompeo’s eyes 'well up vrith 
tears. She leaves the room.] 
Golorism and racism in this 
country are so powerful that the 
Jim Grow laws are gone, but 
what’s left is a mindset. As an 
actress, I have been a great 
victim of that. There were a lot 
of things that I am that peo- 
ple did not allow me to be 
until I got the role of Annalise. 
What were you not able 
to be? 

DAVIS I was not able to be 
sexualized. Ever. In my entire 
career. And I’ve never seen 
anyone who looks like me be 
sexualized on television or in 
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film. Ever. It’s made me more 
resolved in the deeisions Fve 
made in ereating a charaeter. 
For instance, Em so tired 
of hearing people say, “No, we 
can’t have Annalise say that, 
because that’s not something 
she would say.” What if it is 
something she would say? What 
corridor can we go down for an 
entire season if she said that, 
if she did that^ What values can 
we add that can be revolutionary? 
RHIMES That’s what’s 
happening for her character 
this season! 

Shonda, you've said that 
your favorite moments are 
when characters surprise 
themsei ves with what comes 
out of their mouths, iike 
Meredith teiling Derek, "You 
don't get to call me a whore," 
or when Papa Pope tells 
Olivia she needs to be 
"twice as good as them to 
get haif of what they have." 
Have you ever written a 
scene that revealed some- 
thing about who you are 
that surprised you? 

[Pompeo comes hack into the 
room. Washington pats her back, 
asks if she's okay. Pompeo nods 
her head yes.] 

R H I M ES All writing is 
discovering something about 
who you are. 

WASHINGTON Everybody 
in this room is willing to 
courageously dig deep and 
figure out what the truth is 
about a moment. 

RHIMES And reveal 
themselves. 

POMPEO Under the Shonda- 
land umbrella, people get a 
lot more raw than they really 
want to get. I’ve seen actors’ 
faces just drop. Like, this is

painful and I don’t want to go 
here and I don’t want to do 
that. And you have to make a 
decision — if you want the 
scene to be good, you have to 
go there. It’s a great exercise 
in leaving your ego at the door. 

D AV I S If you don’t do that, 
you’re not an actor. It’s that sim- 
ple. Back in the day, one of the 
things [Russian actor-teacher 
Konstantin] Stanislavsky, the 
Actors Studio, always said was 
“Study life.” As actors, we study 
other actors — we don’t study 
life! [Washington laughs.] It’s the 
same thing with writers. Arthur 
Miller was so pivotal in dramatic 
literature because he rewrote 
what it meant to be a hero. What 


he said was. I’m gonna take 
a common man who’s a nobody 
and you’re gonna watch him 
drive his life into the ground. 
I’m going to write for that 
person who’s sitting in the 
audience, alone in their 
putridness, to feel less alone. 
RHIMES “Alone in their 
putridness.” I love that. 
Shonda, you just wrote a 
book called Year of Yes, 
which is due in November, 
about spending a whole 
year saying yes to all the 
things that scare you. 

How did taking those risks 
affect your writing? 

RHIMES What’s interesting is 
that I’m always willing to try 
new things in my writing, but 
that was the only place I was 
doing it. As a workaholic, I hit 
this moment where I realized 
that my characters were leading 
these giant lives, traveling 
all over the world, having these 
fantastic existences, and I was 
not. One of my closest friends 
was a fictional character! That 
was not okay.... [So] I told 
myself I was going to say yes to 
everything. The first thing that 
happened was that the presi- 
dent of Dartmouth asked me to 
give a commencement speech. 
The second thing that hap- 
pened was they asked me to do 
an hour of the Jimmy Kimmel 
show, which was the worst thing 
in the world. And I did that but 
I did not die, which was huge. I 
was a person who, when I did a 
television interview, I did not 
remember it, because I would 
be in such a panic. 

Was dating part of the Year 
of Yes? 

RHIMES Dating is part of the 
Year of Yes. One part was dis- 


covering that I did not want to 
get married. I was seriously 
dating somebody and I 
was like, I don’t want to do 
this, and it was the most free- 
ing thing in the world. I guess I 
had been secretly feeling that 
way and writing it for Cristina. 
It’s like the baby thing: If 
you don’t want to have a baby, 
don’t have a baby! 

There's a great moment on 
Scandal when Cyrus says, 
"Being a mother isn't a Job." 
With three kids of your own, 
do you agree with that? 

R H I M E S I feel very strongly 
about that statement. When I 
put it in, we had a big talk about 
it in the writers’ room. They 
were like, “Shonda!” and I was 
like, “It’s true!” You cannot 
quit being a mother. Galling it a 
job belittles it. It goes part and 
parcel with the whole idea of 
motherhood as sacrifice. Some 
site tweeted, “Getting no sleep 
when you have a newborn 
is a badge of honor!” And I was 
like. No it’s not! It sucks! 

And we should be able to say it 
sucks. The greeting cards 
that are like. Mother, you sacri- 
ficed so much for me — the 
glorification of mothers who 
are doormats for our children? 
Where is the greeting card 
that’s like. Mother, thank you for 
teaching me how to be a CEO? 
Mother, thank you for teaching 
me how to make money. Mother, 
thank you for teaching me how 
to kick ass and take names. Those 
are the greeting cards that I 
want my child to get when she 
is a mother. So when people are 
like, “Oh, it’s the most impor- 
tant job you’ll ever have”? 

No. The most important job I’ll 
ever have is my job. ♦

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There is nothing 
stranger than 
spending an afternoon 
at Prince’s house. 
There is nothing 
more normal than 
spending an afternoon 
at Prince’s house. 

The scantly worded invitation to join the Artist Currently 
Known as Himself at Paisley Park, the 55,000-square-foot complex 
he had built nearly 30 years ago on the outskirts of his hometown 
of Minneapolis, arrives with almost no preamble one late-August 
afternoon: He has a new studio album — his 38th — and he’d like to 
talk about it. Few other specifics are provided, aside from the fact 
that tape recorders and extensive note-taking are not encouraged. 
Nevertheless, it’s a unicorn of an offer, too fantastic to refuse. 

From the outside, the Park looks like a telecom center, or maybe 
a place where dental supplies are manufactured — boxy and gray 
and ofibce-park anonymous. Stepping inside, though, is like walking 
into the bottle of a genie who is very fond of high-end recording 
equipment, plush velvet, and every iteration of the color purple. 
The man of the house is standing alone at the front door, small- 
statured but supermodel lean in a knit hat, black pants, and a tunic 
with a giant photo print of a cat with moons (or maybe they’re 
binoculars?) for eyes. He turned 57 in June and looks at least 
15 years younger, but there’s no sign of the eerie, too-taut smooth- 
ness that plastic surgery imparts. ‘T’m sorry, come in and sit down. 
I’ll be just a minute,” he says, extending the hand that isn’t holding 
a phone to his ear and offering a firm, friendly shake. (He doesn’t 
usually use cell phones, he adds, it’s just that reception is bad in the 
building right now.) 

His signature pigment is everywhere, not exactly 50 shades of 
it, but close: orchid, eggplant, amethyst, grape soda. In the lobby 
there are a lot of celestial motifs — walls painted like clouds, area 
rugs covered in stars — tufted cushions, and oversize chairs in swoopy. 
Dr. Seussian shapes. The unpronounceable symbol he famously 
adopted for seven years in the 1990s during a protracted legal battle 
with his then record label is everywhere: as a discreet monogram on 



speakers, in a silver monolith hanging from the ceiling 
in the cavernous performance space, on the hood of a 
gleaming merlot-colored motorcycle parked casually in 
a foyer. Prince leads the way to the studio, where a 
handsome, soft-spoken producer and engineer named 
Joshua Welton is waiting, ready to cue up tracks from 
HITNRUN, which is scheduled to be released on Jay Z’s 
Tidal streaming service on Sept. 7. The sound in this 
sleek wood-paneled space is pristine, and a reporter’s

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lay be compromised by listening to music 
1 international pop icon while that icon sits 
way, tapping out the bass lines with his 
at the songs sound great: supple and sexy 
ir-walloping rococo flourishes. “This is an 
experimental Prince record,” Welton says. “I know he 
has different types of fan bases, and this is kind of for 
[his hardcore followers] the Purple Collective, the ones 
that say, T don’t care what he puts out, I just love him.’” 

Welton, who is 25, wasn’t necessarily one of those 
fans. He liked Prince’s music growing up, but when he 
first came into the Paisley orbit it was to support his 
wife, Hannah, who plays drums in Prince’s current 
backing band, srdEyeGirl. So their bond at first was 
more personal: After years of study. Prince officially 
became a Jehovah’s Witness in 2001, and Welton says

he also lives a “God-focused” life. The first time they 
met, he remembers, “we just stood in the kitchen and 
talked about Scripture for two hours.” That friendship 
eventually led to working together, and Welton’s beats, 
instrumentation, and mixing became an integral part of 
HITNRUN. Prince is eager to promote those contribu- 
tions: “I don’t need to be any more famous,” he says 
earnestly. “I want you to write about Josh, so that one 
day when he’s producing Beyonce’s next record you can 
say, T was on that.’” 

Modesty is one of the many tenets of Prince’s faith — 
he abstains from drinking, swearing, and eating meat, 
and has been known to proselytize door-to-door like 
other, not-famous Witnesses do. But he hasn’t 
completely excised the strutting libertine whose carnal 
1984 classic “Darling Nikki” spurred Tipper Gore to 
slap parental-advisory stickers on thousands of albums 
deemed too explicit for innocent ears. New tracks like 
the throbbing, reverb-drenched “HARDROGKLOVER” 
would make any Sunday-school teacher blush, and they 
sometimes even scandalize the man who made them: 
After one particularly spicy lyric booms from the 
speakers. Prince buries his face in his hands and then 
jumps up and runs from the room. (“I forgot about that 
part,” he murmurs sheepishly when he returns.) 

It often gets said that he’s shy, a completely different 
personality off stage than the guitar-wailing, assless- 
pants-wearing lothario of legend. But he’s also 
surprisingly easy to talk to, thoughtful and engaged and 
a consummate host — it’s hard to go more than an hour 
in his home without being offered a snack. Signs of his 
superstardom aren’t exactly hidden: His assistant, an 
Ethiopian-born beauty named Meron, is also a profes- 
sional model; Grammys and platinum plaques line the 
hallways; and the only sound that disturbs his creative 
process here, he admits, is that “sometimes the doves 
are noisy.” (Yes, he keeps doves. Yes, they cry.) Still, he 
takes time to consider even the most quotidian ques- 
tions before replying, and lights up when he hears a joke 
or a metaphor he likes. He’s also prone to awesomely 
random references: At one point, when asked whether 
he’s the kind of songwriter who wakes up inspired in 
the middle of the night or has to chase his muse, he 
leans forward and asks, “Did you see the movie Lmcj?” 
The 2014 sci-fl thriller where Scarlett Johansson gets 
bionic powers? “Yes. At the end, when she’s inside the 
cell phone, what does she say?” That she’s everywhere? 
“Exactly!” He leans back, satisfled. “It’s something you 
grab from the air, tap into. Science can’t explain it.... 
Everything is a grid. You have to build off that.” 

In a lot of ways, it’s hard to fit Prince himself on any 
kind of grid. He’s sold more than 40 million albums since 
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his debut in 1978 at age 19, and seored nearly 50 Hot 100 
singles, many of which helped define the popular-music 
landscape of the ’80s and ’90s. He’s still prolific, but not 
necessarily chasing hits at this point in his career. And 
he doesn’t exactly have a peer group: Michael Jackson is 
gone, and Madonna, still intensely focused on pop rele- 
vance, may not sell records like she used to but remains 
a major touring force. Prince, on the other hand, plays 
shows only sporadically, almost whimsically, often with- 
out notice and at venues exponentially smaller than he’s 
capable of filling. For decades he’s chosen to live mostly 
outside the busy coastal hubs where show-business 
types congregate, but he is an active consumer of pop 
culture, and isn’t averse to tweaking his place in it: Last 
year he reached out to the creators of New Girl just 
because he likes the show, and his subsequent guest spot 
in a post-Super Bowl episode — eating pancakes, playing 
Ping-Pong, and performing a falsetto duet with Zooey 
Deschanel — drew more than 25 million viewers. For the

cover of his 2013 single “Breakfast Gan Wait,” he chose a 
still from a fabled Chappelle’s Show sketch in which Dave 
Ghappelle appeared as him circa 1985, bedecked in 
flouncy toreador ruffles and brandishing (again) a plat- 
ter of pancakes. When a young musician’s work intrigues 
him. Prince will often invite them to Paisley to jam or 
just hang out, and his long tradition of nurturing the 
careers of female protegees (see: Sheena Easton, Sheila 
E., Vanity) continues. On this day, a vivacious Arizona 
native who goes by the stage name the Golden Hippie is 
hanging out in the studio. She says she met Prince when 
they double-tapped on the same Instagram post. He 
liked her sound and invited her to come to Minneapolis; 
her lush vocals later appeared on 2014’s Art Ojficial Age. 

“I like young energy,” he says. “If there’s a big mess, 
you can bet an old person did it. An old person or a 
lawyer,” he laughs. “Or an accountant.” But he also still 
reveres the artists he grew up on — the Staples Singers, 
Sly Stone, Stevie Wonder — and says, “If I want to hear 
real funk. I’ll call Maceo Parker.” His easygoing 
demeanor only falls away when the subject of the music 
industry comes up. He recently reconciled with his old 
label Warner Bros., and agreed to a deluxe reissue of 
Purple Rain, in part to regain ownership of his classic 
catalog. “It’s just a business relationship, clean and 
transparent,” he says. “And I got my stuff back.” But 
why, he wants to know, is there still a need for labels at 
all? “They’re outmoded. Why do they get to take your 
work and take a piece of that? What are they bringing to 
the table? I’m not mad. They’re not bad people. I’ve 
known some of them for more than half my life. But 
the system is old and it doesn’t work anymore. It’s the 
past.” Jay Z, he says, understands what the new model

can be, which is why he’s chosen to put HITNRUN out 
through Tidal. “Jay allowed us to pick the artwork, 
design the page, choose the related content. Why 
shouldn’t you be allowed to do that when it’s your 
music, your creation?” Part of the reason he doesn’t like 
his interviews to be recorded, he says, is that like most 
people, he changes his mind. “Remember what I said 
about the Internet?” he asks, pulling a wry face. (Five 
years ago, he famously dubbed it “completely over.”) 
Tidal, of course, is a digital service, and Prince does use 
social media, albeit sporadically. Another thing that 
bothers him about the big labels is the delay — the fact 
that “when music reaches you now, it’s over a year old,” 
like light from a dead star. “Athletes have unions, 
musicians don’t. They can strike, we can’t. So this is 
what we do, we go outside the system. And the music 
gets straight out there, no filter. You feel me?” That’s 
actually exactly what he did with “Baltimore,” a funky, 
bittersweet ballad released in May on SoundGloud in 
the wake of the death of Freddie Gray and other young 
black men who have died in police custody; he followed 
it with a Rally 4 Peace concert in that same city, which 
drew thousands. 

Over the next few hours, he touches on that and many 
other subjects — his faith, the concept of infinity, the 
impossibility of judging one piece of art against another. 
Quesadillas and mozzarella sticks are set out, and his 
assistant offers to have the chefs make something more 
substantial. But it’s almost evening now, and time to go. 
He reaches out for one more handshake, then graciously 
excuses himself The air outside is warm, and the light is 
just beginning to fade when suddenly a straight-backed 
figure on a bicycle swings into view, peddling serenely 
toward a gate that opens onto the main road. It’s Prince, 
riding off into his own sunset. ^

WES CRAVEN 1939-2015 

The Master of 
All Fears 

The legendary director who haunted our teenage dreams with A Nightmare 
on Elm Street and resurrected a waning horror genre with Scream died on 
Aug. 30 at age 76 of brain cancer. EW's film critic looks back on a body of 
work that will be freaking us out for generations to come. By Chris Nashawaty 


AS A CHILD, Wes Graven was convinced he was 
going to hell. Raised by a brimstone-preaching 
Baptist mother, the man who would one day 
haunt our dreams by sparking to life one of the 
20th century’s most chilling bogeymen was 
taught to steer clear of sex, sin, and the cinema. 
In the Graven household, that unholy trinity of 
vice wasn’t just off-limits, it was believed to lead 
to eternal damnation...or worse. 

The lure of the forbidden is a powerful one. 
Nothing beckons us more urgently — and 
seductively — than the taboo. And, after college. 
Graven rebelled against his upbringing harder 
than most. Following a brief detour into aca- 
demia as a humanities professor, Mrs. Graven’s 
prodigal son entered the world of filmmaking 
through one of its seedier side doors. Arriving in 
New York Gity during the sticky-fioored, late-’6os 
heyday of 42nd Street grind houses. Graven began 
working fast and cheap on X-rated films for the 
trench-coat crowd. These weren’t the kinds of 
movies that filmmakers who later become 
successful brag about. But in pornography. 
Graven learned two important lessons he’d 
never forget, even after he achieved mainstream 
Hollywood success: Limits should always be 
pushed, and even in the most disreputable 
genres, there’s room for aspiration and art. 

Graven’s first “official” movie was 1972’s The 
Last House on the Left, a brutal and unrelenting 
wallow in violence, rape, and revenge about a 
crazed band of sadists who torment a pair of 
young women. In other words, it was your typical 
exploitation movie of the era. Only it was more 
than that. Still hard to watch in an age when 
we’ve become desensitized to extreme horror, 
the film has a harrowing, in-your-face air of 
realism. It’s like a provocation, a dare. In fact, the 
film’s ads warn, “To avoid fainting, keep repeat- 
ing: It’s only a movie. It’s only a movie...” Later, 
perhaps to put a gloss on Last House’s infamy. 
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Graven claimed the film was a Vietnam allegory 
inspired by Ingmar Bergman’s The Virgin Spring. 
Which was typical Graven — equal parts highbrow 
professor and lowbrow purveyor of sick thrills. 

Graven believed that horror films didn’t 
create fear, they released it. And throughout his 
career, movies such as The Hills Have Eyes, The 
People Under the Stairs, and Red Eye were like 
celluloid relief valves, wailing as they freed us 
from our deepest anxieties. Partly inspired by 
one of his own childhood traumas (a scary hobo 
who stared at lo-year-old Wes through his 
window), 1984’s A Nightmare on Elm Street 
launched Graven to new heights. Made for a 
reported $1.8 million, the horror classic — about 
a group of teens hunted in their sleep by a razor- 
taloned, burned-to-a-crisp killer named Freddy 
Krueger — was one of the touchstones of the 
slasher decade. More than just a rote body-count 
flick. Graven’s Nightmare was a meditation on 
the murderous powers of the adolescent sub- 
conscious, albeit a giddy and gory one. 

After a string of increasingly silly and Graven- 
free sequels spun the franchise into absurdity. 
Graven returned for 1994’s playfully postmodern 
New Nightmare, a Freddy movie cheekily aware 
of Freddy movies. In a way, it was a dress 
rehearsal for his 1996 meta-slasher hit. Scream — 
a dissection of and dissertation on the genre. 
The Scream trilogy made more than $500 mil- 
lion, finally giving Graven the artistic capital to 
venture beyond the blood-and-guts ghetto. The 
result was 1999’s Music of the Heart, an earnest 
drama about a violin teacher, starring Meryl 
Streep. It would be nice to say that the film is 
Graven’s best. But despite earning Streep an 
Oscar nomination, it isn’t. Treacly melodrama 
wasn’t his calling. Terrifying audiences was. 
Maybe not surprising, though, it was the one 
movie of Graven’s that his once-disapproving 
mother ever admitted to watching.

art-house mold of The Babadook 
and It Follows, has a premise that cracks like 
the whip of a devil’s tail. In the countryside 
of Austria, a TV actress (Susanne Wuest) 
comes home after a facial procedure — and 
her 9-year-old twin boys (Lukas and Elias 
Schwarz) suspect that she’s not their mother 
anymore.

When her bandages come off, 
revealing a Stepford-smooth face, the kids 
become more convinced that the woman is 
an impostor. They find an old photo in a 
scrapbook of their mom sitting with what 
looks like a doppelganger. Google-image 
sleuthing results in more suspicion. They 
intend to get some answers. 

Written and directed by first-timers 
Veronika Franz and Severin Fiala with a 
stylistic nod to the sick Funny Games by 
fellow Austrian Michael Haneke, the movie 
is a mad, malevolent adventure through the 
minds of its three characters and the house 
they inhabit. A magnifying glass, superglue, 
and a mason jar full of beetles provide 
ammunition in the war that commences 
between mother and sons. There is a twist 
at the end that some viewers will spot com- 
ing, but it gingers the plot with poignancy 
more than gimmickry. And the subtext of 
cosmetic surgery as a mutating force is a 
killer metaphor.

enjoying the ride. Or, should we 
say, the drive. Whieh is what he 
does with top-gear swagger 
in The Transporter Refueled, 
taking the wheel from Jason 
Statham. "If I'm luoky enough to 
do more than one Transporter, 
I'll take that as a bonus," says 
the 32-year-old. "To inhabit this 
oharaoter and wear his shoes 
and his suit and suoh— from all 
my experienoes in life. I'd say 
that's a blessing." 

Skrein's life experienoes 
inelude getting stabbed by a 
gang while a teen in London, an 
event, he says, "that was an 
important orossroads. It helped 
me to beoome the ealm, 
paeifist, more refleetive person 
that I'm trying to be." After 
releasing two rap albums in his 
20s, he got his first film role 
thanks to direotor and fellow 
rapper Ben Drew, who oast 
him in the 2012 erime drama 
III Manors as a soeiopathie 
street thug.

He soored the role of Daario 
Naharis on the HBO series in 
2013, though he lasted only 
three episodes. Skrein doesn't 
elaborate on why he left, exeept 
to say, "Politios led to us parting 
ways." But his departure freed 
him to make Transporter, whioh 
he was attraeted to for its tough 
female eharaoters— "All day I'm 
surrounded by strong women, 
and love it when art imitates life 
in that way"— and it allowed him 
to nail the part of the villain Ajax 
in Deadpool (out Feb. 12). 

"I'm not someone who gets 
overly hyped about stuff, but 
the footage I've seen has made 
me very exoited," he says. 
"[Direotor] Tim Miller wanted 
to soreen a rough out for me 
tonight, but I said, 'I'd rather 
wait until it's done and dusted 
with a ribbon on top.'"

DON’T BELIEVE THE cynical lovcrs at the heart of FXX’s 
ironic rom-com You’re the Worst. They may rage against 
the alleged bogusness of transcendent romance and 
soul death of conventional coupling, but they want it 
just as bad as a dog in heat craves a leg. Jimmy (Chris 
Geere) is a bitter British novelist. Gretchen (Aya Gash) 
is a jaded Hollywood publicist. They’re noxious and 
nihilistic and we should hate them, but we don’t, 
because Geere and Gash are terrifically hilarious and 
human in their roles and have bonkers chemistry, 
and because each episode bends Jimmy and Gretchen 
toward some positive change, however small. You’re 
the Worst keeps you laughing at its post-everything 


millennials with sensationally salty humor 
and keeps you hooked with a belief in old- 
fashioned redemption. 

The first season found its comedy in 
watching Jimmy and Gretchen fail by 
degrees (and then completely) at keeping 
things between them totally meaningless. 
In season 2, Jimmy and Gretchen, now 
living together, struggle to prevent their 
don’t-call-it-a-relationship relationship 
from lapsing into banality or compromising 
their individuality. Or, in the words of 
Gretchen’s dim-bulb, divorce-bound pal, 
Lindsay (Kether Donohue): “There comes 
a day when every relationship turns gross, 
old, and boring, like Ben Affleck and 
Jennifer Gar-den-er. Don’t puss out early. 
Keep it awesome for as long as you can.”

Jimmy and Gretchen chase that mandate. 
The premise effectively reintroduces the 
characters (season 2 is newbie-friendly) but 
also flirts with self-awareness about the 
challenge now facing the show. How to ply 
the audience with the radical ribaldry they 
expect even as Jimmy and Gretchen grow 
beyond it? But then, how long before we get 
burned out on so much hideousness, too? 

An uneven second ep gives some rea- 
sons to doubt the vision. A story about 
Jimmy inching toward self-sacrifice and 
Gretchen bumbling toward self-respect 
expresses itself through a tired scenario — 
a trip to the mall — and yields lackluster 
results. There’s more to do for Lindsay, 
now badly behaving toward a new identity 
herself. But the amplified idiocy subverts 
the character, as does her increasingly 
ridiculous abuse of food. The other resi- 
dent sidekick, Jimmy’s pal Edgar (Desmin 
Borges), a war vet wise in the ways of the 
heart, seems intent on saving Lindsay 
from herself, because he’s a rescuer and 
he’s smitten with her, though she doesn’t 
see it. I suspect Edgar’s story, like with all 
the characters, is about breaking from 
patterns and roles that trap and demean 
him. But the sooner he moves beyond the 
pining boy-Friday cliche he represents, 
the better. You’re the Worst remains an 
irreverent yet surprisingly poignant riot, 
but season 2 has some adjustments to 
make to be the best it can be. B

The first bridge we had to cross was 
giving retail the confidence to stock 
this record. I remember calling the 
heads of every retail chain— Trans 
World, Target, Best Buy, HMV— and 
saying, "Whatever you want to order, 
order triple." It was very risky, but we 
just knew it would sell like hotcakes. 
Greenberg The single peaked at 40, 
but it was enough. The spark got it in 
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flying back and forth. I think we left for 
Europe one day, came back to the 
U.S., and by night were back in Europe. 
Carey We were young at the time 
and we had tons of energy to spare. 

It was a rush. I definitely got tired 
of it, but when we got on stage, the 
audience always gave it new life. 

The album's first run sold 3 million 
copies, and bidding wars broke 
out to exclusively license the song. 
Nickelodeon beat Disney to feature 
"WLTDO" in the movie Rug rats 
in Paris; the New York Mets made it 
their theme song for the 2000 
World Series. Baha Men appeared 
in Apple commercials, on The 
Simpsons, at MTV's starry World 
AIDS Day concert, and at Al Gore's 
Election Day rally. 

Carey There were times when I 
wished that they would actually 
focus on our other songs. But what 
do you do with the song's success? 
You've got to keep going and milk 
it while it's hot.

How the British singer turned

If you've been to a spin class 
or plopped in front of the tube 
to catch a certain soda com- 
mercial, chances are you've 
been seduced by the siren 
sound of Jess Glynne, the 
25-year-old Brit whose pipes 
power Clean Bandit's single 
"Rather Be" (closing in on 
400 million Spotify streams!). 
She's moving to the forefront 
this fall with the release of her 
debut full-length, / Cry When I 
Laugh (out Sept. 11), an 11-track 
set of Eurodisco bangers and 
empowering pop anthems. 

Growing up in North 
London, Glynne caught the 
music bug after hearing Amy 
Winehouse. "I thought, 

'Wow, a North London girl, a 
Jewish girl, from a similar 
background, doing what I 
want to do.'" But it was 
another woman who would 
inform her art. Glynne says 
the album was largely inspired 
by a "s— breakup" with an 
ex-girlfriend, the first woman 
she'd ever dated. (Glynne 
doesn't identify as gay or 
straight.) That's not to say Cry 
will leave you weeping: "I feel 
I've written an album based on 
love and hope, an album peo- 
ple can relate to. Yes, there's a 
sadness to it, but it doesn't let 
you pity it." —Madison Vain

Taylor The Grammys is the peak. I 
don't care who you are, when you're 
in the music world, everybody would 
like to have a Grammy. 

Glass I don't remember the other 
songs from the album, to be honest. 
It's very hard to follow up a hit that big. 
The nice part is that a group can work 
their entire career forever off of that 
song. The downside is, the hit is like 
this thing around your neck. 

Carey "Who Let the Dogs Out" did a lot 
for us as a group, and as individuals, and 
as a country. It was about promoting 
the Bahamas as well. The tourism busi- 
ness had to hire [staff] for all the people 
who would come looking for Baha 
Men. And it's still like that. It's opened 
doors that I could never dream about.

THE WOMEN IN Elena Ferrante’s ongoing chronicle of a 
turbulent friendship are many things, but thankfully, 
they’re rarelyjust nice girls. She deals in the complications 
of female relationships, and moments of ugly human 
interaction — the sudden betrayals, the tiny cruelties, the 
shameful secret thoughts — are her specialty. Such brutal 
honesty has earned Ferrante a loyal following since the 
first volume of her so-called Neapolitan novels was pub- 
lished Stateside in 2012. Her universe is so immersive that 


even the question of her true identity — she refuses to be 
photographed or reveal her given name — fails to pull focus. 
Now, with The Story of the Lost Child, her engrossing, semi- 
autobiographical saga signs off with a bittersweet farewell. 

The fourth and final installment resumes without pre- 
amble. Brainy Elena, now an esteemed writer, has decided to 
put her desire for intellectual and sexual fulfillment ahead of 
the needs of her husband and children, while her old friend 
Lila has become a successful self-taught computer expert 
and business owner. The two are reunited in 
the Naples of their childhood, their lives 
independent yet intertwined: Elena relies on 
Lila’s brilliance for inspiration but fears her 
friend’s talent eclipses her own; she resents 
Lila’s often malicious calculations — “She 
pretends to be a kind and affectionate per- 
son,” Elena fumes, “but then she gives you a 
slight nudge, she moves you a tiny bit, and she 
ruins you” — ^but can’t stay away from her. 

In her inimitable style (expertly rendered, 
as always, by translator Ann Goldstein), 
Ferrante examines feminine identity within 
and without the context of marriage, mother- 
hood, and vocation. Snippets of plot, theme, 
and character resurface from her earlier 
works: Romances dissolve, fathers go AWOL, 
fraught family dynamics are presented 
without excuses or justification. Though the 
mystery of Lila’s eventual disappearance is 
introduced in the first novel as the driving 
motivation for Elena’s narrative, the series’ 
central intrigue doesn’t come full circle until 
the closing pages here, when the story ends 
abruptly and unpredictably — as true ones 
often do, of course. Like the tough mothers 
in her books who refuse to coddle their 
babies, Ferrante might not give us the neatly 
wrapped finale we crave, but the one she 
delivers manages to satisfy, even while leaving 
us wanting more: more details, more closure, 
more of this fascinating, beguiling Story. A-

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Jesse Eisenberg Is 

Hearing Voices 

The New Yorker and McSweeney's have been publishing his humor 
pieces for years. Now the American Ultra star's first book 
is finally here, and EW sat in as the 31-year-old wisecracked his way 
through an audiobook recording session. By Isabella Biedenham 


JESSE EISENBERG HAS A 

dilemma. He's in the studio 
recording the audiobook for 
his short-story collection, 

Bream Gives Me Hiccups, and 
a particularly footnote-laden 
story isn't quite working. 

"My Roommate Stole My 
Ramen," which makes up a 
significant chunk of the book, 
follows college freshman 
Harper Jablonski as she writes 
effusive— and unwanted- 
letters to her high school 
guidance counselor. "Do you 
think it would work better if we 
didn't say 'footnote' every 
time?" Eisenberg asks from 
the glass-walled booth. 

Darren Vermaas, the audi- 
book's director, weighs in: "To 
me, the repetitiveness of that is 
funny. But that's one man's 
opinion." Eisenberg buzzes 
through the line under his 
breath, like he's fast-forwarding 
that already rapid-fire voice— 

"I know we haven't spoken 
since junior year of high school. 
Footnote: So technically you're 
not my guidance counselor 
anymore"— and then stops to 
consider. "Okay, yeah, maybe it 
would be funny," he decides. 

Bream is hardly Eisenberg's 
first literary effort: In addition to 
a plethora of short humor 
pieces, he's penned three plays 
and even a novel, although he 
promises we'll never see it. 
"Everybody who ends up 
putting a book out has a s— ty 
novel from college," Eisenberg 
says. "I would not ever publish 
mine. It's not good." 

His strength is in dialogue 
and monologue, and in writing 
miserable characters who 



alternately compel (like a 
9-year-old from a broken home 
who writes restaurant reviews) 
and repel (like Harper, the 
footnote-obsessed freshman 
Eisenberg lovingly describes as 
"maladjusted"). "My only B in 
college was in short fiction, 
where I tried to describe a 
tablecloth for five pages," he 
explains. "I don't do that well. I'd 
rather describe somebody who 
tripped over a tablecloth and 
relate it back to some kind of 
Freudian experience." 

Harper's story was inspired 
by tales of his sister's college- 
roommate troubles. He 
suggested she write a blog 
called "My Roommate Stole 
My Ramen," but she never did, 
so he took the idea back for 
himself Harper's particular writ- 
ing style came to Eisenberg 
while he was filming the 
acclaimed recent biopic The 
End of The Tour. "I suddenly 
had this epiphany that she 
should use footnotes, because 
David Foster Wallace used 
footnotes," he says. "I thought, 
'Oh, that's what she is. She's 
somebody who overexplains 
everything, and she's full of 
rage and vitriol.' Then every- 
thing poured out." Eisenberg is 
uncannily good at capturing a 
specific breed of insincere teen 
girl. "The Slutnick [Harper's 
roommate] is technically a nice 
person. Like she always says 
the 'right' things, but it feels 
totally fake." 

Eisenberg's embodiment 
of Harper's voice might be 
especially convincing because 
he always expected the char- 
acter to come to life through 
the audiobook. "I think of acting 
and writing, oftentimes, as 
extensions of each other," 
Eisenberg says. "So when I'm 
writing something, I feel like its 
logical manifestation is a perfor- 
mance of it." It might be logical, 
but that doesn't necessarily 
make it easier: "Out of all of my 
jobs, recording an audiobook is 
the most exhausting. It's proba- 
bly the combination of nonstop 
talking and not walking," he 
says. "I'm going to need a knee 
replacement after today."

Did You Ever Have a Family

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THE FAMED NEUROLOGIST AND 

widely beloved author of several best- 
selling books that explored the bound- 
less eapaoities of the human brain and 
spirit passed away Aug. 30 at the age 
of 82. The eause was eaneer stemming 
from an ooular tumor diagnosed nine 
years earlier. 

Born in London and eduoated at 
Oxford, Saoks moved to New York in 1965, where he prao- 
tieed medieine for deoades and beoame a respeoted 
professor. He first found wider renown with the 1973 book 
Awakenings, a warmhearted aeeount of working with 
oatatonio viotims of a 1920s enoephalitis epidemio that 
would go on to inspire a Harold Pinter play and beoome 
an Osear-nominated 1990 film starring Robert De Niro 
and Robin Williams. Later books, inoluding 1985's The Man 
Who Mistook His Wife for a Hat, furthered his exploration 
of unique neurologioal disorders as well as more oom- 
mon but often misunderstood oonditions like autism, 
Tourette's, and dementia. 

Saoks wrote about faoing death with unique graoe and 
insight in an essay announoing his illness in The New York 
Times in February, and released by far his most personal 
book, the memoir On the Move: A Life, in April. "I oannot 
pretend I am without fear," he said in the Times after learn- 
ing of his terminal diagnosis. "But my predominant feeling 
is one of gratitude. I have loved and been loved; I have 
been given muoh and I have given something in return; I 
have read and traveled and thought and written.... Above 
all, I have been a sentient being, a thinking animal, on this 
beautiful planet, and that in itself has been an enormous 
privilege and adventure." —Leah Greenblatt

Did You Ever Have a Family is 
the first full-length foray into 
fietion for Bill Clegg, a literary 
agent-turned-memoirist 
(2010’s best-selling Portrait of 
an Addiet as a Young Man), but 
it reads like the quietly assured 
work of a veteran novelist. As 
the walk-up to the event and its 
aftermath are told through 
the eyes of nearly a dozen 
narrators, the baekstories of 
the dead and still-living eome 
sharply into foeus: June’s mueh 


younger boyfriend and his 
own guilt-raeked mother; the 
reealeitrant daughter she was 
just beginning to reeonneet 
with after a messy divoree; the 
florists and eaterers and stoned 
loeal teenagers standing on the 
periphery. Clegg draws them 
all with swift resonant strokes, 
and uses the tragedy — from the 
beginning, some suspeet that it 
wasn’t aeeidental at all — to 
unearth the old grudges and 
transgressions roiling beneath 
the small town’s plaeid surfaee. 
(Raee and elass play no small 
part.) A few moments in Family 
feel overly engineered, as if all 
the expertly wrought novels 
that have erossed Clegg’s desk 
as an agent taught him to 
ealibrate for maximum emo- 
tional impaet almost too well. 
But it’s rare to find a book 
that renders unimaginable loss 
in sueh an eloquent, elegant 
voiee. A- • C •
